Another Dorsey. Trailer 
Bankruptcy Court hearing was 
held. in.

and/or force a liquidation auc- 


tion. 

An asset purchase agreement, 
necessary to close the deal, has 
not been completed, but attor- 
neys expect to finalize this doc- 
ument before the scheduled 
February meeting. 

Attorneys. are also still work- 
ing on a final plan of how to 
divide the sale proceeds: The 
debts exceed the sales price, 
some creditors are. secured, an 
earlier damages lawsuit decision 
takes about $250,000 of the 
total, government liens come 
near the top of the list and total 
attorney fees must be. deter- 
mined.

and take out the 
enemy without risk- 
ing American lives. 
The use of remotely 
piloted devices such 
as UAV's represents 
the future of 
America’s war-: 
fighting and Fort 
Rucker. will play a 
role in its evolution 
into battlefield strategy. 

Many Predator UAV's are 
flown today in support of ongo- 
ing military’ operations in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. The precision 
of UAV strikes as well astheir 
ability to invade an enemy's air- 
space unseen is but a part of 


their uniqueness. Perhaps even. 


more interesting is the fact that 
these vehicles are actually 
remotely piloted by personnel 
stationed half the world away at 
an Air Force base in Nevada. 
UAV's are involved in eight 
combat’ missions. a day (over 


120,000 hours: so: far). with 


increased involvement expect- 
ed. UAV technology’ is now 
uged across the military branch- 
s. As of September, theArmy’s 
AV fleet “has flown: over 
110,000 hours.

An Incredible Journey 


The three men waited outside the home in 


remote island of South Georgia.in the South 
Atlantic, the sub-Antarctic. island is the closest 
inhabited land to the frozen continent. The 
men’s hair was matted, their beards long and 
scraggly, and their clothes were little more 


“Well,” said the man who came out. 
Stepping forward, one of the three replied: 


It was May 20, 1916, Shackleton was Sir 
Ernest Shackleton, the legendary British explor- 
er, Nearly eighteen months earlier, he had sailed 
from the island as leader of a twenty-eight-man 
expedition that planned to: march across 
Antarctica. Their ship :never reached land.; 

Shortly, after departing on December 5, 
1914 their ship, the Endurance, encountered 
heavy pack ice: For weeks, they battered their 
way through it, getting ever closer to the 
Antarctic shore. By January 18, 1915, they were 
within’a day of reaching land. |t was the closest 
they would get, as the ice closed tightly around 
the ship. 

For ten months, theice held the Endurance 
ints vise-like grip.In mid-October, the ship’s tim- 
bers began buckling from. the. pressure, 
Shackleton ordered his men to. abandon ship 
and set up.camp on the pack ice. On October 27 
they watched as their ship, crushed like a swat 
ted mosquito, slipped under the ice. 

Now Shackleton faced a new challenge. 
“Could he return all of his men safely to England? 
With no hope.of rescuers ever finding them, 
they could either become their own rescuers, or 
die. They chose not to die. 

After living on the ice for nearly six 
months, they drifted within a hundred and fifty 
miles of tiny, desolate Elephant Island. Out of 
options, they launched the Endurance’ lifeboats 
and, on April 9, began rowing towards the Island,

James H. Oettel - travels 
through life believing, “you can 
do anything you set your mind 
to,” and that is exactly what he 
has done throughout his 79 years 
of life. 

Born in 1927 during the 
depression-era, Oettel said he 
lived in a cave in mid-Missouri 
when he was age 4.

66, open-heart surgery at age 74 
and overcame a surgery for can- 
cer at age 75. 

All these obstacles led Oettel 
io write a life-story book he calls 
a kind of motivational book. 

Oettel said his daughter-in- 
law really encouraged him: to 
write a book based on his life. As 
he would tell the Stories of the 
things he had done and seen in 
life, he said other people also 
suggested it should be in print. 

“So many people say they 
can't do this or that,” he said.
